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News from Israel 





The Israeli Art Medal Association was established in the 
beginning of 2002. The chairman and initiator of the associa- 
tion is the sculptor, David Zundelovitch, who is also the prin- 
cipal and founder of the “Basis” School of Sculpture. The 
organization is open to artists from all fields. 

Among the events scheduled for this year was the II Interna- 
tional competition awards ceremony, July 2002 that com- 
memorated 600 years from the birth of the renaissance painter, 
Masaccio. Artists from eight countries participated and only 
about one third of the medals were by Israelis. We were de- 
lighted that six Amsa members participated in this competi- 
tion, which is indeed, a very honorable delegation. 

The jury was quite big and consisted of nine well-known 
Israeli artist and respectable academy professors. They de- 
cided eventually not to award a first prize but to give four 
equal (second) prizes instead. Two of the winning medals 
were made by Israelis, one by a Polish artist and one by 
Enrique Moreiro, an American resident artist who is also an 
AMSA member! 
















A new competition was announced. Its theme will be 
the "Violin" - it's spiritual, cultural and emotional meanings.

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GO EAST WITH BAMS 


Report from the British Art Medal Society's 
20th Annual meeting in Wymondham, England 


When the sign appears: “Pedestrians, bicycles and 
horses crossing” you know you are out in the country. 
A very special country. Located several hours by coach 
east of the British capitol, with a name not every Lon- 
doner can pronounce correctly, Wymondham is a bu- 
colic small town taken over by apple blossoms and the 
singing birds. This was the location in East England 
where the annual BAMS conference gathered over sixty 
people coming from different countries and with differ- 
ent interests in the numismatic art and the art of the 
medal. As in past years it turned out to be a very busy 
and productive weekend heavily packed with the show 
opening, workshop, lectures, discussions and toasts, and 
a generally upbeat mood to enjoy the creativity and the 
curiosity. 

While some other groups study medals as mostly ath- 
letic or military collectibles or an image-carriers of 
some bankable celebrities or whimsical characters, the 
BAMS fans are interested in broader cultural and his- 
toric aspects and the relationship of medals to other vis- 
ual arts and architecture. The famous line “East is East 
and West is West” obviously doesn’t apply to the gath- 
erings of British Art Medal Society which attract visi- 
tors from both West and East Europe and as far away 
places as Western USA and from “Down Under” and 
beyond. 

Passion for the art runs deeply among the people we en- 
countered and suddenly we once again realized how 
small is our world when a gallery near London’s West 
End is displaying art medals created on the East coast of 
Australia and the venerate old Victoria and Albert mu- 
seum exhibits the new medal sculpted by an East Euro- 
pean artist and even a taxi driver with a slight southeast 
Asian accent is giving you an unexpected mini-tour in 
East Anglia which he knows and loves as his home. 
This year marks the 20 anniversary of the establish- 
ment of “BAMS”. 


A very good reason for feeling proud of the accomplish- 
ments and to look optimistically into the future which is 
actually already with us, judging by the crop of new 
and fresh talents working and displaying their pieces at 
the Wymondham Heritage Museum side by side with 
seasoned and well known masters. 

That was one of the most positive outcomes of the con- 
ference along with the demonstrations of support from 
the local cultural institutions and the community leader- 
ship that opened the doors and their hearts to accommo- 
date the artists, the scholars and collectors enabling 
them to meet and discuss problems and solutions, the 
present, the past and the future of the patronage and the 
challenges and the very survival of the arts. As always 
there were some unexpected configurations in the ar- 
rangement of character and situation. One such revela- 
tion was the visit to the Sainsbury Center (established 
by the owners of the largest chain stores in Britain), a 
very futuristic-looking architectural complex 
(surprisingly built over 30 years ago) and containing an 
astonishingly rich private collection of art spanning 
over 40(!) centuries of human creativity (with peaceful 
coexistence side by side of an ancient Egyptian figurine 
of a hippo and one of Edgar Degas’ sculpted ballerinas). 
Equally impressive turned out to be the slide presenta- 
tion by Raimo Jaatinen on the subject of contemporary 
medals in Finiand which show no signs of aging or 
slowing down. The alabaster carving workshop led by 
Peter Mavis was preceded by a lecture on the history of 
alabaster carving in England. When we were almost 
convinced that there was no room left for more excite- 
ment, the witty curator of the British Museum, Luke 
Syson shared his refreshing discoveries and stimulating 
thoughts on the great granddaddy of medallic art, Anto- 
nio Pisanello of 15" century Italy. After several days of 
intense and very rewarding experiences the overall feel- 
ing was that we need to learn how to find more such 
places in the world (old and new) where true art lovers 
can meet and celebrate their commitment tone of the 
most beautiful media of communication that has kept 
the civilization in touch with it’s own soul.

Some historians consider this Civil War battle as the 
turning point, when the North began its slow march to- 
ward victory. Color Sergeant Leopold Karpeles was 
instrumental in turning the tide of that battle, that saw 
his 57th Massachusetts Regiment suffer among the 
highest casualties. Karpeles bravery is described in the 
hero's own words: "I marched in an inspired manner 
with my flag waving proudly ... providing courage for 
my comrades. I'm also a prime target for the enemy. 
My dedication to my country's flag rests on my ardent 
belief in this noblest of causes, equality for all." 


Just a month before this battle, Karpeles carried the 
flag as his 57th Regiment was formally reviewed by 
President Lincoln. It was a riveting experience that he 
would remember forever. Leopold Karpeles often 
spoke publicly about his exploits as a Texas Ranger and 
in the Civil War, as well as his knowledge of Lincoln. 
The Karpeles medals reverse features an excerpt of a 
letter, in Lincolns own handwriting, written on May 13, 
1862 acknowledging the prayers of the Congregation 
Mikveh Israel in Philadelphia for the Union cause. 
Alongside is a tallit (four cornered fringed Jewish 
prayer shawl), whose blue-striped pattern was the 
model for the flag of Israel. 

The Leopold Karpeles medals are over 2" diameter and 
weigh approximately 2 % oz. No more than 750 bronze, 
350 pure silver and 35 10 Kt gold individually serial 
numbered medals will be issued, priced at $35, $95 
and $895 respectively.

Leopold Karpeles, born in Prague, Bohemia in 1838, 
emigrated with his older brother Emil to Galveston, 
Texas at the age of 11. He became an expert rider, and 
eventually one of the youngest members of the Texas 
Rangers. Leopold was outspoken about his anti-slavery 
views, which differed dramatically from his brother. 
And so he moved to Springfield, Massachusetts, where 
he subsequently enlisted in the Union Army as a flag- 
bearer ... which was "as important to a regiment as a 
head is to a man" (John Anderson). 


While hospitalized with nearly total paralysis in Wash- 
ington DC in the Spring of 1864, Karpeles was minis- 
tered to by a young volunteer Sara Mundheim, daugh- 
ter of the local rabbi whom he later married. Once well, 
Karpeles was appointed to the Commerce and Post Of- 
fice Departments. He was a major figure in the Grand 
Army of the Republic, which supported veteran causes, 
and was one of the six founders of the Medal of Honor 
Legion. 





Leopold Karpeles died in February, 1909 and was bur- 
ied in the cemetery of the Hebrew Congregation in 
Washington. His tombstone is unique, with a replica of 
the Congressional Medal of Honor emblazoned on its 

granite surface.

Applications For Citizens Commemorative Coin Advisory Committee Open To The Public. 


WASHINGTON, May 3, 2002 - The U.S. Mint today announced it is accepting applications for membership to the 
Citizens Commemorative Coin Advisory Committee (CCCAC). Applications will be accepted from the public, and 
all applications must be postmarked no later than May 16, 2002. 


Established in 1993, the CCCAC identifies and designates events, persons, or places the Committee recommends 
be commemorated by the issuance of commemorative coins, and makes recommendations with respect to the 
mintage level for any commemorative coin recommended. The Committee also reviews and comments on proposed 
designs for commemorative coins and the 50 State Quarters Program. 


Membership consists of seven voting members appointed to 4-year terms by the Secretary of the Treasury. Three 
members shall be appointed from among individuals specially qualified to serve by reason of their education, 
training or experience in art, art history, museum or numismatic collection curation, or numismatics. Three 
members are appointed from among individuals who will represent the interest of the general public, primarily 
with knowledge of history, youth interests, or an understanding of American culture and history. One member 
shall be appointed from officers or employees of the U.S. Mint to represent the interests of the Mint. 


Response from the US Mint when contacted regarding the result of the search: 


" In reply to your question I can tell you we are very pleased with the excellent response to the CCCAC solicita- 
tion. Leading candidates will be forwarded to the Secretary of the Treasury for selection, and we will be 
announcing those final appointments in the near future. At this point that is the only update on the search".
